—2 them to vnderftand that necc 

tie was vrgent with him to goe with all ſpeede to- 
wards Yienns, to preuent as much as could be, the 
enſuing troubles of Hangary ; where his perſo- 
nall preſence had ſo much beene called vpon, that 
the countrey would accept of no mans word or 
ſecuritie, that he could ſend amongſt them, for the 
confirmation of their priviledges, but his owne. 
And they all knew how much it concernd him at 
this timeeſpecially, ro giue the ſubicRs there, all 
poflible ſatisfation ; who were otherwile likely 
enough to turne after Bethlem Gabor, Secondly he 


declared, that he was to goe home to receiue his 
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heredetary lands of Enns in Auſtria; which ha- 
uing beefic heeretofore pawned to the Duke of 
Bauaris, ſhould in lieu of the vpper Pallatinate 
which he now purpoſed ro eſtate vpon the Duke, 
be reſtored vnto him agaip?. Which two bulineſ(- 
ſes, afterhe had diſpatcher, he promiſed to returne 
into Bohemia againe, andto call a Parliament for 
the taking away of all grieuances, all Courrs of 
Iuſtice ſhonldm the meane time goe on: as they 
had done heretofore. This they write from Pragac, 
June 3. 
Afr this the Cardinall of Didrechſfein, who is 
owner of the towne of Niclaesburgh, waiting vpon 
the Empreſſe and the young Princeile thither to 
the Emperour, they all within two daies after and 
vpon the xwo and ewentieth of May, returned to 
View. Vpon the way towards Yiewss, the Tur- 
kiſh Embaſſadorhauing beene purpoſely ſent for 
to Couſtantivople, and threatned thar if he came 
not home the ſooner, he ſhonld but come time 
enough to be (trangled : making now haſte home- 
wards, went to ſgerhe Emperqur, and to view his 
petſonagetbroughly and well, chat ſo he might 
vpon his owne knowledge and cic-{ight report it, 
that the Emperour was yeraliue: for that not on- 
ly the Turkes about Offen and Bads in Hungaria, 
did verily beleeue that he was dead, bur the ru- 
mor was alſo gottenas farre as Conjtamtinople, and 
paid for curtant in the great Turkes Court; as 
the Chiavs or meſſenger which came from thence 

wferch home the Eabaſlador, afhrracd it. 
Vpon 
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= the Emperourscomming home to Yie#- 
#s, the Stares of A4uitria being fill at their Di er 
or Land-day, it was concluded, that EmbalF- 
dors (hould forthwich be difpatcht ro the Duke 
of Bavaria, to know his reſolution, whether hes 
would be willing .( vpon ſuch termes as we haue 
before ſpecified ) ro diſengage the land of Enps 5 
till when the Garrifons of the Dukeof Bawaris lie 
ftillinthe ſeuen rownesof Eans, which vex the in- 
habirants mightily , who haue beene compelled 
to pay 39909. Florins a month ( beſides their di- 
et) vnto the fouldiers : each Florin being worth 
3- {hillings Engh(hb, 

And 'tor the Dyet in Hanger it is hitherto 
put off, for that the Subie&ts would accept of 
no Deputie from the Emperonr ; whereupon was 
the Pallatine of Hezzary himſelfe and divers 0- 
ther Lords faine to come to the Emperour, to 
certifie him ſo much. So confident hath the gene- 
rall feare of Bethlems Gaboys neerenelle made them ; 
that they now thinkeir their beſt time to vrge the 
Emperour to confirme their priwuledges, when 
he hath ſo ſudden need of their feruice. Whoſe 
comming hath already giuen the Alarme to the 
countreys of Aſorauze and Silefia, where eue- 
ry man hath beraken himſelfe already vnto his 
Armes, which they feare cuery houre to: haue 
need of. 

Vpon the ninetcenth of May, went the Count 
de Nepromonte, who is the Emperours General 
ih Aoranie, towards Conings Graets, to forme the 
A 3 Campe 
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Campe which is to be there, of 12000 men 
they are to licalong yponthe Riuer, & there are 
more troopes (and the Regiment of Helfteyn by 
name) to come vnto them out of other quaners 
of the Empire. 

At Breſlaw in Silefiz likewiſe were the drummes 
beaten vp, aboutthe 20. of May, by dire&tion 
from the Srates of the countrey, who are them- 
ſeluesto leauy a certaine number of ſouldiers at 
their owne charges. 

The Boers of the Countrey baue likewiſe 
beene content to contribute 140900. Rix dal- 
lers that they may be free from being preſt our, 
and that cuery man may bee at home to looke 
to his owne the beſt he can, when Berhlew Ga- 
boy comes. 

Nor are the Sileſians ſo willing to keepe their 
owne, as the Bohemians are diligent to deſtroy 
their owne: for ſo they write from Prague June 3. 
Thar for feare leſt Bethlem Gabor (hould come to 
the reaping, they haue themſelues in many places 
of Bohemia, mowed vp both their ſummer and 
winter corne : that ſo as they looke for no good of 
ic themſelues, their enemies way tinde as little 
ſuſtenance ; which would bur haue made him the 
abler to beat them. At Conings Graets likewiſe 
where the Campe is .to be formed, the greene 
corne fora mile compaſſeis mowed vp, round a» 
boutthe cowne, that it might not trouble their en- 
camping. This ſhitt hath already made corne ex» 
tremely deare : by which you may already ſee m_ 

Betblem 
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Bethlem Gabor is feared to come into thoſe 
parts yet before Harueſt. But this preventing of 
the Enemy, hath already begun to make the ſawl- 
diers perceiue, that they (hall by the ſame meanes 
likewiſe diſappoint themlſelues : which makes 
ſome of them tallto mowing in the market ; for 
the Regiment of Collonel Walleſteyn, the ſame 3. 
of June that he ſer forth towards Yiemne, began to 
grumble and to talke ſouldier ike ; being much 
diſcontented at their ſtriR diſcipline and bad pay- 
ment,now inthe neereneſle of the Enemy. Where 
upon they fell vpon the market at Praguc,and made 
prize of all the fle(h and bread that they could 
light vpon. At the towne of Glatz likewiſe the 
Garriſon fell foule with the rowneſ(men, and fell a 
pillaging of them bur the cirizens crying clubs, 
they tell cogether by the emes, many both ſouldi- 
ers and cirizens, being killed in the tray : and thus 
quiet is Bohem4a;(o that it ſhould ſeeme to need no 


other enemies then thoſe which are ſet to defend ir. 


To goe forward with the Emperours preparati- 
ons : Thoſe 20090. Colacks which haue beene 
muſtered in Poland for the Emperours ſeruice, ha- 
uing preſented themſelues vpon the borders of $7- 
l«/ia ſomething too rudely tor friends, haue recei- 
ved dire&tions to retire backe againe into the bor- 
ders of Poland, and to wait there, vntil| Bethlem 
Gabors forces ſhall cauſe them to be called for. 
T here is much rumour likewiſe of a Campe which 
js to be formed tor the Emperour about Alters- 
burghin Hwngarie, which ſhould wait vpon _ 

m 
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lem Gabor at. every turne : but this is not as yet in 
any forwardneſſe, Other ſmall croopes of 370, 
menthere be mentioned to be leuied in {Ysſtrie, 
which are quartered euery where in 10. or 12.mar- 
ket townes, as Mulvierdiet, Sarlutzbach, Koorbach, 
Lamroeltes, Newmarcke, Stuttell, &c. but theſeare 
feared by the Proteſtancs to be rather imployed ro 
hinder the exerciſe of their Religion, (many Chur- 
ches hauing beene of late ſhut vp there, and the 
Preachers put away, Popiſh Prieſts being pur in 
eheir roomes) than that they are for the =. [Le] 
be ſent out of the Country. 

Now for Betblem Gabor, the letters of Hungarie 
affirme conſtantly, thatthere are already 1 5099. 
Tartars for him at Canifia in Hengaric, and great 
ſore of Turks which are already come to Often 
and Gras, all which are places bordering vpan the 
Emperour : of which Turks, 12000. are named to 
be Ianifaries, which are the beſt ſort of Foot that 
the Turke hath. The Baſla of Budzis himſelfe in 
perſon reſolued to come into the field, and that as 
much as can be perceiued by him,he is purpoſed to 
inuade the Countrey of Stiris, as Colonell Ripper- 
beck wrote vnto the Emperour out of Hangarie_, 
May 24. ſince which time it is alſo co d, 
thathe is fallen into Siris : which countrey being 
the Emperours owne inheritance, lies betwixe the 
two great loudsof Deanubius and Drawas, the river 
Aura (which is the chiefeſt water of Stiria ) fal- 
ling into the Drawws, in the very conkines of the 


countrey. 
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Ir lyes alſo Hung ery and Auftria,being 
the Say yr left EH of por as Marrs 
& Sileſia are on the North,and right hand. By which 
it appeares , that Bethlem Gabor — to bring 
wo Armics intothe Field, ſoro hem in A»ufris on 
both ſides; one of which, he making tor Sileſra,is led 
by his owne brother, and /egerenſdorffe and Thourne, 
and the other(you ſce)by this Baſſe of Buds. Which 
dcligne of the Turkes,the Emp:rour (it ſcemes) had 
a maine ſuſpirion of before; and therefore ſent vnto 
him before hand, to diuert him , if it were poſlibie; 
telling him., that hee had now madea full pzacc in 
the Empire wich all his enemies, and that he was vp. 
on the point of diſpatching the Turkiſh Ambaſſs. 
dor, with whom he had a purpoſe ro ſend an Ambaſ. 
ſadorofhis owne vnto Conſtantinople, to accord all 
berwixthimſclſe and the great Tucke:bur for all chis, 
the Baſſaitappearcs , went on with bis firſt reſolu- 
tion. 

Bethlem Gabor himfelfe , was the firſt of Tune a. 
bour holding of a Land-day at Clauſenberg , gathe- 
ring ſtill ncerer vpon the Emperour , his carriages, 
munition , and moſt of his warlike prouifton , was 
euen then loaden for a preſent march. He is ſaid to 
be 40000. ftrong art leaſt, and wants neither fiiends, 
nor moency, nor Armes, nor viduals, nor any thing 
fit for a Souldier, it he goes bur on with that reſolu- 
tion, which the Worid may expe in any man, that 
would make ſuch great preparations: and beſides all 
this, he may haue 40000. Turkes more, forthe cal. 
ling for. 

You heard before of the Emperours meſſage to 

B the 
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the Buſs of Buda, towhom he affirmed, thathe had 
made a truce in the Empice , which truce is not yet 
concluded vpon,but propoundedrather tothe Prin» 
ces. For fo they write, that che Empcrour hath latce 
ly written vnto the EleQtors of Se.xoxy and Brav dens 
wreh, how that he pucrpoſed to call a Dycr of Trea. 
ry(as they call it) at Fraxckford in Augutt next, for a 
Compofir'on to be made about the Lands of Galick, 
Cleue, and Berg; which three Duchics hauea long 
time bcene in controuerfie betweene the EleQor of 
Brandenburgh , and the Duke of Neuburgh, part of 
the Townes being holden by the Garritons ot the 
States,/and parr by Spinola, and part remaiving neu- 
trall. The Rendition of the Pallatinate hou] alſo 
then (as he faid ) be treated vpon, and other buline(. 
ſes which moſtly concerne the peace of the Empire. 
For which purpoſe,the Lords of Hogen- Z afferen,and 
Saralenberg, bor Covunfellors of the Empire , were 
already May 24. appointed to goctowards Franch- 
ford. To the Circuit ofthe lower Sexony, the Empe. 
ror hath likewiſe ſent the Lord Reck as Ambaſſador. 
There is alſo a Spaniſh Ambaflador come vero the 
EleQor of Saxoxy, with ſome overtures of a truce as 
tis thoughr. Mean time haue the Princes or both the 
Saxonics gone on with their new league , vpon con 
cluſion ot which , the King of Denmarke , the Ele- 
Qors of Saxony, and Brandenburgh, the Landrgraue 
of Heſſen, the Dukes of Braxſwick, P omeren, Lunen. 
burgb, &c. haue agrecd together , that while ano. 
ther peace is ta!kr cff,, ro keep that peace which they 
haue; and if another be offered,to treat of thar peace 
with theip Swords intheir hands: for which purpoſe, 
they 
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chey are ro leny $000. Foote, & 2000. Horſe, which 
they areto ioyneto thole of the lower Saxony , for 
the muntenance of the Germarcliberry,and the Lu- 
theran Religion, if either of them be inuaded. The E- 
lecors of Saxony and Brandenburgh are cach of them 
to ſend in fix Pieces of Canon, with all the amimuni- 
tion belonging vnto them. And of all this,they haue 
not beene atraid ro certifie the Emperour himlelte. 
The Landrgrauc of Heſſen likewiſe hauing himſelfe 
beene with the King of Denmark, and having obtai- 
ned a fauourable anſwer from him, witch promiſe of 
his beſt aide, if Ty ſhould ſtill Ray in his Countrey 
to attempt any thing againſt ir, is alſo for his owne 
part to maintaine $00. Souldiers for his owne ſate- 
ty ; to whom the new vnion of Princes haue like« 
wiſe giuenafſurance of their ready aſſiſtance, asto 
one of their owne league, and in a caſe too, which 
concernes borh the common liberry,and eucry mans 
private intereſt. And the Landrgraue finding his 
Countrey to be indammaged by Monſenr Tiles try 
in it;hath complained vnto the vnion, and by reaſon 
of ſome heredirary confederation berweene Saxo 
and Heſfcr , hath particularly required that EleQors 
anuice: who hath with the rcſt ſignified vnro the 
Emperour. that vnleſſe there be a covrle raken for a 
peace, that they may be diſcharged both of cheir ex- 
nces and ſcares,the Empire freed from forraigne 
Souldiers, and their confederatcs ſecured ro entoy 
their owne with quietnefle , that they mnt doe 
their beſt ro mend themiclues, Theſe Souldiers 
ot the vpper Saxony, are forth withto be drawen in- 
to the field, that the Townes and Dorpes may not be 
B 2 . troubled 
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tronbled with them , they ſhall hare all neceſſaries 
ſent them to their Leaguer. And there axe yet more 
Commiſſions given out , for the leuying of ſome 
thouſands of Horſe, and ſome echees Rommencs of 
Foote; which with thereſt, arc ſaid to be drawen 'P 
rowards the Fronticrs of Saxony and Brandenbargh, 
and are totake vp their quarters about Cichsfelr, rhe 
Duke Chriſtian lying in Brunſwickland, which three 
Countries are(next to Heſſen )neereſi to an Inuaſion 
fiom cMenſeur Tillyes Army. And him wee come 
nextto ſpeake of. 

Him we left in our laſt, printed Iune 16. in the Bi- 
hopricke of Hirschwelt in the Land of Heſſen,where 
he was at firſt friendly recciued , and by reaſon that 
they well hoped, that hee would doe no more bur 

afle by them. Bur there ( notwithſtanding their 
a hee tooke vp his quarters, and thence one of 
his owne wrote thus much, 1#7e 3. VWee yer lyec ſtill 
with our Army about Hirschveld, by reaſon that we 
cannot learne as yet, any certainry of the enemies 
deſigne, the Covuntrey in the meane time ſuffers 
much damage by vs, and the more , for that our 
Companies are daily encreaſed. And although our 
Generall would willingly ſpare the SubicRs of the 
Landgraue, yet can he not keepe the Souldiers from 
flying our. There are yet fixc Regiments of Horſe 
and Foote together, to come to ioyne with our Ar- 
my, out of Franconia (or Franckenland) and vntill 
we hearc of che encmies ſtirring,we hauec no certain- 
ty of our owne riſing. | 

From Franckford againe they write une 6. That 
his Forces did cuen then lye till in the Biſhopricke 

of 
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.of Hirſchfeld,nor could they }earne any certaintieot: 
his further intention,onely his Rendezvous was: ap- 
pointed in this Hirſchfeldto be vpon the-$ of Tune; i 
when the Army was to meet. SHIT AT, 

The Duke of Bas«ris hath paid rmyfor foure 
moneths, and hath reformed 15 Troopes of Horſe, 
hauing caſhicrd the Officers. The newes holds ſtill 
of his numbers, namely that the Army conſiſts of 56 
Corners of Horſc,and of 8 Regiments 0! Foote,one 
new Regiment being vpon commine to him. 

As tor thoſe fixe Regiments which are to come 
out of Franconia, lee their ſeuerall dayes marches, 
out of the Letters from Fulda by Heſſenland, lune 7. 
they will bee this day at Biſbepſhcim, ro morrow art 
Hilden, for whence they are to march toward 0/fer; 
There are ſome certaine Commiſhoners of Wartex» 
bureh (ent downewards as Commanders, and-they 
are to ioyne themſclues to the reſt of the Army a- 
bout Yach. It is ſaid that there is yet another thou. 
ſand to follow them. 7 

Avthis inſtant there comes newes that about Gerſe 
there is Quarter taken vp for 2coo Horſe. The 
Count of Iſenack is yet in the Ru/. Thus farre the 
Letters. By which you may ſee their marche from 
Biſhopſheim in Franconia, neare to the vpper Palati- 
nate, vnto Yach and Geiſa, which are neare to the 
Biſhoprickes of F*/ds and Hirſchfelt in the Land of 
Heſsen. 

Bur before theſe new Regiments could haue 
comne in, there was likely to haue beene a battell 
irucke,bad not Monſeur TilliesEfpials done him the

By which you ſee the Duke of Br»»ſwickes cou- 
rage to be doing: the correſpo.1dency berwixt h:m 
and the Count j; Mansficld,and the nearnefle ot their 
Armies to ſuccour one another ypon occalion. We 
will now goc on with the Duke of 8ranſwicke, who 
having retuſed the conditions of the pardon broght 
ynto him by the Lord 1obn vaxder Rick, (who wee 
told you was ſentAmbaſſadorfrom the & mperor to 
the Lower Crictz of S«x#ny ) prepared himſelfe in. 
continently to takethe Field. 

Nordid his ewne mother and brother any whit 
preuaile with the King of Dexmarkevnto whom they 
tooke ajourney vato Steenbach in the Duchy of Hol.

Pieces of grear Ordnance -of his owne, and every 
Towne in his Biſhopricke of Halberſtad: gratificd 
him with foure fayre braſle Pieces, which with their 
furnicure and ammunition they ſent vnto him, be- 


ſides: diuers Muskcts and other Armes : all which 


hauing recciued , hee roſe with his Army in very 
geod order marching towards the Country of /{- 
veldt, the place where you heard that hee deſired 
Count Mansfield to meet with him : and i thould 
ſceme that hee had paſſed this /ſve/ar, and had tru- 
ſted the Country to ſend their contribution after 
bim : which pon his demand they had promiſed to 
pay him.For ſ@ much may the diſcourſe berwixt him 
and Duke William intimate ; when as one day at 
table, Duke Chriftian ſaid, that the 1ſvelters as ic ſce- 
med to him, defircd his company amongſt them a- 
gaine, for that they did not raiſe norſend him thoſe 
monies which-they had promiſed him : bur it were 
net their beſt courſe (he ſaid) ro put him to fetch 
it. Thus they write out of Heſſenlapd May 29g. The 
way that hee cakes with his Army is towards Heſſen- 
land, where Monſeur Tilly lyes, whom, for what he 
hathalready done vnto his Confederate the Lande. 
graue Maurice, he accounts to be his enemy. x 
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As forthe Count of M:nsfeild, he is alſo providing 
to Muſtr and riſe; he hath very lately cauſed ſome 
new Pieces of Canon to be caſt & tryed in bis camp, 
and makes beſides, all manner of warlike preparati- 
on. One of the chiefe cauſcs of his ſtay, hath beene 
theexpcRation of the ayde which was lately ſent 
him out of Fraxce,but isnot yet arrivedin hiscamp. 
Thereare(as the Letters from Amſterdam June 9.af- 
firme)betwixt 5. and 6000.men,come intothe Low 
Countries,vndecr the command of Monſicur de Mon 
terean,& this weeke ſay the Lecters, ſome 4. or 5000, 
of them paſled by thjs Citie, going towards Count 
Mansſeilds Army;zthe reſtwhich were not in this Re- 
gimcnt,were(as they (ay)to march rowards Gorkum 
and thoſe parts, to reenforce the apncient French 
Companics, which lye thcre in Garriſon, The fa- 
mous commander Cb4ſtillon is likewiſe daily expec- 
ted from Fraxce, tocome into theſe vnited Provin- 
ces. Other French commanders arc likewiſe menti- 
oned to be come vnto Count Mansfeild, beſides this 
AMonutereanzas Monſicur Borvinel, Monſicur Rowrnon, - 
&c.who having ſome companies which lay ready in 
France tocometo him, There were (as they write 
from Rotterdam /wxe 12.) ſome 18. Hoyes or lefſer 
ſhips,wich ſome men of warre fortheir guard, ſentto 
fetch them out of Fraxnce,into the Low Countries. 

Theſe new French forces, carry their owne pay a-

Anotherreaſonalſo of Count Manyfeilds keeping

As for 
that part of his Army which lyes hcreabouts, they 
were then com nor to ftirre out of their gar- 
riſons for the ſpace of a monerh:which was but bad 
newesfor the poore Country people,whomthe (ol- 
dicrs hane made torun ſo farre inro debr, thar they 
are quite vndonethe moſt of them ;& chere is much 
feare ofa C6motion amongſt them. Thoſe likewiſe 
of his, which have layne in the land of Marek, will 
not march vp,before they have received their pay. 

Yelſterday([unc 6.) we had newes here at Cullen, 
how that the Souldiers lighting ypon ſome Carts 
which were laden with Wynes and other Commoe- 
diries belonging vnto the Eleor of Cullen ; thar 
they made booty of the goods,and let the winerun:; 
This bMhg made knowne vnto the Elctor, he lent 
his chiefe Steward the Count of !/4;7enhburgh, inco 
the Biſhopricke of Munſter, to giue their comman- 
ders warning, that they ſhould kcepe better Milita- 
ry Diſcipline, 

As for thoſe forces which he lookt for out of the 
Palatinare;this they of Cullen write of their coming 
towards him, June 10, Somethree dayes agoe,there 
paſfed by here,the remaynder of Don Cordovaes for- 
ces which were left in the Palatinatc;thcy landedar 
Mulheim:there were of them 3.companies of Spani- 
ards, and 4.companies of Burgundians.T here _

ver at 44albejm:;they came from the river of Leland 
they are nowinthe land of:gerg.

thought ro goe. They were commanded by Ballan- 
zon;and arc now [une 14. paſſed the Rhyne. Some 
thinkethar they & all the reſt are to goe againſt Lip- 
ſadr,ifthat Brunſwick and ©.3ansfcildalter not their 
Teſolution. Thus much our of ſeverall Letters, And 
thus we leave all che!c co their (everall Deſignes,angd 
come downe into the Low- Countryes.
